MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC.

Mrs, Bowers as “Donna Diana,"

Lively lutrigne i the most marked character
istic of Bpanish comedy, and there Is always a
well-defined plot and a busy flow of incidents
which make them particalarly effective in repre-
sentation upon the stage. There is very little
character paioting in the Spanish drama,
whereas in the best English works character
rather than plot I8 considered of importance.
But for stage purpoees and for the entertain-
ment of average audiences the Bpanigh pleces
have many advantages. Their construction is
generally exceedingly artistic, and the plot and
counterplot and rapld movement that distin-
guish them render them vastly amusing.
Love's Masquerade, the comedy In which Mrs.
D. P, Bowers appeared last evening at the
Walnut, is an adaptation of one of the most
famous Bpanish classic plays, the Disdain Mel
with Disdadn of Moreto. It is one of the most
brilliant pieces that has been given to the Eog-
lsh-spenking stage of late years, and it is so
exceedingly entertaining that it is remarkable
it does not attract erowded houses whenever it
is acted. The idea is that of a proud lady who
scorns love as an idle passion being subdued by
an assumption of pride on the part ef her lover,
and the conflict of wits between “Donna Dlana"
and “Don Cwesar,” who may almost be described
a8 BSpanish counterparts of ‘‘Beatrlce” and
“Benedick,” give rize to a succession of brilliant
scenes which afford the representatives of the
principal characters some admirable opportuni-
ties. “Diana” is one of Mrs, Bowers' finest
parts, and her delineation of the conflicting
emotions Inspired in the breast of the haughty
beauty whose disdein l& conquered by the dis-
dain of ber suitor I8 artistic in the
extreme. The role I8 one Ian which
& capable actress cannot  fall to
figure to advantage, and Mrs. Bowers makes the
most of the many opportunities it presents. Mr,
McCollom, who played the part of “Don Cusar”
1ast night, is not capable of doing it justice, He
lacks entirely the light, airy grace that it re-
quires, and while his performance was not with-
out merit, it was not strikingly excellent. Mr.
Walcot represented “Perin,” the secretary of
“Dians,” aud the confidant of the two lovers, by
whose assistance the thread of the plot ls
woven and then uuravelled agaln, most admirably,
and hls acting was us graceful and elegant as
Mr. McCollom's was heavy and lacking io fine
ness,

Annual Meetimg of the Labor Reform
ll.."'.

New York, May 8.—The Labor Reform Leagune
& holding its annoal meeting to-day at Stein-
way Hall. The andience at the morning ses-
elon copaisied of about four hundred persons,
chlefly laborers. Benjamin F. Bargent, of Bos-
ton, presided: A. M. Powell read letters from
Hon. Charles Bumuer rogretiing  tuat
he ecould not attend the meeting and
recommending Americans to give up the war-
dance around Ban Domingo. The annual report
dealt with the Bouth, the Indlan and Chinese
question, and recorded the movement Insugn-
rated by Julia Ward Howe for the promoting of
peace by summoning a congress of women to
London.

Wendell Philllpg spoke nearly an hour, and
chiefly dealt with Bouthern aud Iabor question.
He approved Mr. Bumner's 83an Domingo policy,
and regretted the insult offered to him, There
is still, he sald, n state of war with the South.

Genernl Bautler, unawed by gamblers and
Rebel rings in New Orleans, executed Mulford.
Let General Grant lay a hand on tue leaders in
the South, men who count their acres by thon-
sands and are Instigators of aseassinations—let
the President follow Batler's plan, and you will
never hear of Ku-klux again. (Applause.) Let
the cowards of Carolina know that the Presi-
dent is terribly in earnest, and there will be an
end of the Ku-klux.

In reply to a voice asking, ‘‘What about car-
pet-bagger::" he sald, the Bouth s ignorant,
poor, and ruled by departing barbarism, yet
shey repel a Northerner who goes down with
everything they waut, brains aud money, but
sly cunning The Northerner remalns Lo squeeze
political power out of these pitiful babies.
(Lavghter.) If the North has to take
up narmd again they will atop at no
copstitulional restrictions or State lines, but put
the Bouth under the heel of military despotism.
On questions of labor he urged the Republicans
to adopt the labor reform into thelr platform.
He spoke of corruption in judges and oity
officials, and the legions of eowardly
Bhylocks who dip thelr hands
into the private fortunes of Lhe city ara teach-
iog the men with bludgeouns, asod said the next
time the Bowery boys have a riot they may take
it into their heads not to hang uegroes to lamp-
posts, but to indulge In willionaires.
